U.S.'Writes Off'China as 
Serving Interests of Russia 


'White Paper' 
Puts Blame on 


Generalissimo

Secretary of State Acheson wrote 
off 
China's Nationalist govern- 


ment as a total failure before the 
onslaught 
of Communism. 
He 


charted a. new course for America's 
anti-Communist policy in the Far 
East. 


In a bitingly critical "White 


Paper," including 
the long-sup- 


•pressed Wedemeyer report, Ache- 
son told President Truman in a 
letter that U. S. policy now must 
be shaped to "encourage all de- 
velopments" in China which are 
aimed at throwing off the "foreign 
yoke" of Moscow-directed Commu- 
nism. 


The report, made public today, 


is two inches thick and more than 
1,000 pages long. 


China Serves Russia 


Acheson said the Communist re- 


gime serves the interests "of So- 
viet Russia." He advised the pres- 
ident it may "lend itself to the 
aims of Soviet Russian imperial- 
ism" to start an aggression against 
China's neighbour nations. 


If that aggression comes, Ache- 


son indicated the United States 
would try to block it through the 
United Nations. 


While not all China is present- 


ly under the Red banner, Acheson 
said in another document of the 
White Paper, the Communists can 
take over the rest any time they 
want and Nationalist armies will 
be powerless to resist. 


Blames Kai-Shek 


For the "ominous result of the 


Chinese civil war," Acheson placed 
full blame on Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-Shek and other leaders of the 
crumbling National 
government. 


He said they "lost no battles" in 
the last crucial year for lack of 
American weapons. 


(Only yesterday Senator Know- 


land (R-Calif) proposed, with the 
backing of 11 other senators, that 
China be cut in for part of the aid 
in the $1,450,000,000 program for 
arming friendly nations. 
Under 


the proposal, China would be put 
down for 5175,000,000, and a U. S. 
mission to the Nationalist govern 
ment would advise on its spend- 
ing). 


The failures of Chiang and his 


men, Acheson said, \vere due to 
loss of popular support and loss 
by the armies of the will to fight. 
The Communists battled with "fan- 
atical zeal," Acheson added, but: 
"The Nationalist armies did not 
have to be defeated; they disinte- 
grated." 


Report Has 1,054 Pages 


The full record's 1,054 pages in- 


clude 409 pages of a running ac- 
count of American-Chinese rela- 
tions and a total of 186 "annexes, 
which are in the main texts of pre- 
viously secret papers.

While the navy and air force 


haven't made up their minds, Lt. 
Gen. E. H. Brooks, director of 
army personnel, said in an inter- 
view that the ground forces want 
the law to stay on the books. 


Congress, Brooks said, might 


not have time to enact a new se- 
lective service act in case of swift 
attack.

Polio Battle 


Springfield, HI., Aug. — (AP) — 


The state health department to- 
day advised Illinois residents not 
to give way to '"panic and fear" 
because of polio outbreak. 


Polio attacks only one in .",000 


persons during epidemic years, the 
department said 
Its figure was 


based on 1946 records, when Illi- 
nois had its highest number of 
cases. 


"Panic and fear are not the 


sensible course," the department 
added. "It is deplorable that such 
reactions arise, when it is diffi- 
cult to stimulate even mild inter- 
est in those diseases in which the 
attack rate is much higher." 


AH Not Paralysis % 


A large 
proportion of 
polio 


cases never develop paralysis, the 
department said in its 
weekly 


health bulletin, and about half of 
all who are attacked recover com- 
pletely without crippling. 


"Modern advances in medical 


care of both the acute and con- 
valescent stages further reduce 
the incidence of extensive perma- 
nent crippling," the department 
said. 


"The case fatality rate is about 


five to 10 per cent m the recent 
Illinois experiences, a figure which 
is exceeded by present day case 
fatality rates in typhoid (10 per 
cent), meningitis (20 per cent) 
and pneumon'.a (30 per cent)." 


The department said Dutbreaks 


in Marion, Sangamon. Knox and 
Champaign counties— the hardo.st 
struck areas in Illinois—"devel- 
oped very early for the poliomye- 
litis season and may tend to taper 
off while other areas may show

Anderson claimed unanimous ap- 


proval for the compromise by a bi-

ture group. 


It even includes production pay- 


ments—subsidies—for fresh fruits 
and vegetables—and possibly many 
other food and farm products— 
\vhich Secretary Brannan has been 
urging. 


Brannan was asked to discuss 


the new measure with senators be- 
hind closed doors this afternoon. 


A Fair Compromise? 


Chairman Elmer Thomas 
(D- 


Okla). of the full agriculture com- 
mittee, in a separte interview, said 
the Anderson measure "looks like 
a fair compromise."

Many Irregularities 


In his report to congress yester- 


day, the government official said 
his audits of about $1,165,000,000 
in contract settlements to date 
showed irregularities amounting to 
more than $11.500,000. 


Warren noted that this was 


only a "small sampling" of the 
total contract settlements made 
by government agencies. 


Warren 
said 
that 
$2,340,000 


was lost through "improper and 
excessive" payments in 388 set- 
tlements — one out of every 24 
examined. He added that $474,717 
had been refunded "voluntarily" 
by the contractors at the "in- 
vitations" of the general account- 
ing office (GrAO). 


Improper payments "induced by 


fraud," Warren said, amounted to 
more than $6,280,000, of which 
only $107, 882 had been recovered. 
He gave congress a closer view of 
some of the 472 settlements in 
which he said fraud was involved. 


Officers Got Stock 


In one case, he said, two for- 


mer army officers, while still on 
active duty, received shares of 
corporate stock valued at $2,000 
in return for their services to a 
firm which shortly thereafter re- 
ceived government contracts to- 
taling over $100,000. 


In another instance, he said, a 


government official approved an 
increase in contract price for a 
firm and later received $500 from 
the company. 


Kick-Backs, Too 


Warren reported that investiga- 


tion turned up one scheme where- 
by 20 per cent of the contract 
prices was to be "kicked-back" to 
certain 
government 
representa- 


tives either directly, through their 
relatives, or through "dummy" 
corporations secretly owned by the 
government employees. 


"Now case has been called to my 


attention," he noted acidly, "in 
which the settlement resulted in 
an underpayment to the contrac- 
tor. In other words, all errors or 
inaccuracies were in the con- 
tractor favor — not the govern- 
ment's." 


The coptroller general divided 


the blame for the situation be- 
tween the 1944 contract settle- 
ment act and the agencies in- 
volved in making the settlements.

at eight months, was removed 
to an incubator in St. Mary's 
hospital here. He was reported 
as "still doing very well" to 
day.

This must be adhered to in an- 
swering inquiries abount NFlP's 
views on polio insurance. 


"The National Foundation 


for Infantile Paralysis is in no 
position to pass judgment on 
polio Insurance. 
We have 


never attempted to tell the 
American people what doctors 
or what hospitals they should 
use, nor do we feel that we 
can tell them what kind of in* 
surance they should carry. 
These are all matters of per- 
sonal prerogative." 
"This does not affect our inform- 


ing people that the National Foun- 
dation will pay hospital and other 
medical costs for all polio patients 
who need such aid," nor reminding 
them that the National Founda- 
tion also provides money to staff 
hospitals in emergencies, give in- 
training courses for nurses, buy 
and ship respirators and other 
equipment, train professional per- 
sonnel to be available during epi- 
demics and to finance the largest 
research program against a single 
disease in U. S. history."

Armed Forces Merger Looks Better 


Another milestone has been reached on the road to mili- 


tary unity Congress has approved a new measure to tighten 
relations among the armed services to produce greater econ- 
omy and efficiency. 


Merger of land, sea and air forces is still a good distance 


off. 
But the present action marks real progress toward 


that goal. 
First of all, it embodies fiscal and budgetary reforms 


recommended by the Hoover commission on government re- 
organization, the commission believes these changes will 
save 51,000,000,000 a year. 


Economies in the national military establishment are 


highly important, because about one of every three tax dol- 
lars is now consumed by this department. 


Secondly, the new bill raises the military agency to full 


cabinet rank as the Department of Defense. In the process, 
it reduces the Army, Navy and Air Force to subordinate 
status. 


The heads of these three branches will retain their titles 


as secretaries but they will be subject to direction not only 
from the secretary of defense, but from a newly created 
undersecretary of defense. The measure in addition estab- 
lishes three new assistant defense secretaries. 


The defense secretary thus gains greater authority than 


he now has to direct the "nation's military affairs and to ad- 
vise the president in such matters. But he is still far from 
all-powerful in his field. 


He is specifically barred from transferring, reassigning, 


consolidating or abolishing any combatant functions now 
fixed by law. For example, he could not wipe out the Ma- 
rine Corps or shift it to Army jurisdiction. 


Furthermore, the secretary is not empowered under the 


new act to prevent the secretary of any military department 
or any member of the joint chiefs of staff from presenting in- 
dividual recommendations to congress on armed forces policy. 


Numerous other changes will co-ordinate various sub- 


sidiary boards more closely and enlarge the secretary's 
power to direct military programs. 


Intelligent citizens almost certainly will applaud this bill 


as a step that promises to slash the high cost of operating 
the military establishment and at the same time to lessen 
the bitter intramural conflicts in that agency. 


Is 'Saving Clause' Worth Saving? 
Federal Judge Elwyn Shaw of Chicago gave congress 


more than one shocker when he declared the 1949 rent con- 
trol law invalid. 


Congress had inserted in that law what it calls a "sav- 


ing" clause. The provision stated that should the courts rule 
any portion of the act unconstitutional, that decision should 
not affect the validity of the remaining provisions. 


This is standard operating procedure these days. And it 


has kept in force large sections of laws that otherwise would 
have gone completely overboard when certain features were 
held invalid. 


Shaw declared, however, that frequently the valid and 


invalid features were so closely intertwined that it is impos- 
sible to separate them. When that is the case, he said, the 
whole act should die. 


He pointed out further that it ought to be for the courts 


to decide the status of remaining provisions of a law once 
any part of it has been ruled invalid. If the section were cru- 
cial, a court might well feel that other portions were mean- 
ingless when standing alone. 


Shaw's views ocght to be passed upon by the Supreme 


Court so congress will know for sure whether the saving 
clause will hereafter be a worthless protection for measures 
of doubtful validity.

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Agricultural Experts Say Corn Crop This Year May Break Records 


New All-Time 
Mark Likely; 
Need Storage 


Chicago, Aug. 5—(AP)—-In the 


midwest corn io busting out all 
over. 


Another national crop in ex- 


cess of three billion bushels—the 
fourth 
in history—appears as- 


sured. There is a good possibility 
the crop will set an all-time re- 
cord for the second year in a row. 


Some sections of the country 


have poorer prospects than a year 
ago — notably the 
northeastern 


states, 
where 
a 
long 
spring 


drought dried up moisture re- 
serve in the soil. But the crop is 
in splendid condition in the mam 
midwest producing belt. 


Latest estimates on the crop 


range from 3,560,000,000 bushels, 
made by C. M. Galvin of the grain 
firm of James E. Bennett and com- 
pany, to 
3,750,000,000 bushels, 


made by H. J. Gramlich, general 
agricultural agent of the Chicagu 
and North Western railway. 


Last year's all-time record to- 


taled 3,650,548,000 bushels. Gram- 
lich believes this will be topped. 


New Becord Possible 


Although predicting a slightly 


smaller 
output, 
Galvin admits 


"with ideal weather the remainder 
of the season, it is entirely possi- 
ble that a new record production 
could be established." 


This new crop will fall upon a 


land which alrrady has more corn 
left from previous years than ever 
before. On July 1 there were 1,- 
239,444,000 bushels of old corn 
still left on farms—just 
about 


three times as much as a year 
earlier. The new crop thus raises 
a big problem: Where to store it? 


Corn must be stored if farmers 


are to get a government pnce 
support loan. The loan has not 
been announced yet, but on the 
basis of present 
parity prices 


grain men estimate it will be 
about $1.54 a bushel at Chicago. 


Corn Futures Down 


December corn futures- on the 


Chicago board of trade are selling 
nearly 40 cents a bushel under 
this figure. That price is a clear in- 
dication grain traders believe the 
corn support program, which tot- 
tered last winter, will fall apart 
next winter. 


Traders explained, however, that 


such a price might make it pro- 
fitable for farmers to build bins 
for 
storage. They reasoned 
it 


would cost less to build the bin 
and get a government loan on the 
grain, than to send the grain to 
market at a price 40 cents under 
the loan.* 


The agriculture department is

2. If he's dying, he must be 


truly sorry for his disobedi- 
ence while he was well anil 
firmly resolve that, if he were 
well again, he'd get out of 
the party. 
But a dying person who is truly 


sorry must do one of two things: 


1. Confess to a priest — if a 


priest is available — that 
he 


is truly sorry. The priest can 
then grant forgiveness. 


2. If 
there's no p r i e s t 


around, the dying person must 
be truly sorry in Ms mind, 
without the need of confessing 
aloud to anyone: 
Since Catholics believe God is 


everywhere and knows everything, 
they believe He knows what's in 
everyone's mind every instant. 


So Catholics believe God 
will 


know whether a dying 
man 
is 


truly sorry or just pretending he- 
is, thinking somehow he can de- 
ceive God and so at the last mo- 
ment save himself from damna- 
tion.

Most Dangerous in History

what has been happening in China 
is made public today. 


Judging from early press sum- 


maries, the state department's 
long White Paper tells, on the 
whole, little that has not been 
known or surmised. 


But it gives detailed reasons 


for the end of one policy toward 
China—and east Asia-and opens 
the way toward creation of a new 
one. 


The task of building: a new policy 


on the wreckage of the- old is in 
the long run one of the most 
dangerous ever to face American 
statesmen. 
In China and Asia 


more than half a world is shed- 
ding the chains of its-, feudal and 
colonial 
past. 
Communism 
is 


making a long planned play for 
the majority of the human race 
at an opportune moment in world 
history; 


Could Mean Anything 


What will be the new American 


policy to counter this ? The White 
Paper is vague. 
Secretary Ache- 


son says merely that America 
must 
"encourage 
all 
develop- 


ments" in China aimed at throw- 
ing off the 
"foreign yoke" of 


Moscow-d i r e c t e d Communism. 
That could mean anything. 


Some formula must be ham- 


mered out that will fit in with 
U. S. policy elsewhere and still 
sit passably well with the people 
most concerned—those in Asia. 


They say Europe is far better 


equipped industrially than Asia; 
lives better, is more stable na- 
tionally, and 
therefore is 
less 


susceptible to the inroads of Com- 
munisrr which we say we are out 
to stop. 


Yet there's 
the 
question of 


whether Asia could assimilate aid 
like that in Europe, and,'if so, who 
could afford it? 
Where is the 


middle ground where what we can 
do will work with Asiatics ? 


Here in America, internal po- 


litical differences over China and 
Asiatic policy could strongly in- 
fluence what comes out in the 
end. The administration seeks to 
get other measures through con- 
gress too, and compromise may 
result. 


But Asia herself may try to 


influence the policy. Any grave 
crisis there might well subordinate 
the need for long term planning 
to that of meeting an emergency. 
This is possible because the instru- 
ments America seeks to use in her 
global battle against Russian Com- 
munism do not always behave ac- 
cording to American wishes. 


Such an instrument was Chiang 


Kai-Shek of China. 
The White 


Paper tells how he got American 
aid, but did not use it effectively. 
He lost the support of his people. 
His armies lost the will to fight. 
Chiang failed. 
The policy failed. 


But Chiang Kai-Shek 
is 
still 


around. He still heads the party 
that runs what is left of non- 
Communist 
China. 
The refugee 


government through which this is 
done has just put its economy on 
a silver currency basis, without 
enough silver to do the job. 


Again, 
Chiang 
Kai-Shek 
has 


l a u n c h e d an anti-Communist 
"Pacific 
Union" with Presiden 


Elpidio Quirino of the Philippines 
and President Syngman Rhee o 
southern Korea.
